One doesn't have to be the seventh 
son of the seventh son of a prophet 
to recognise that this situation which 
at present basically Is a conflict of 
ideologies, is also as explosive mili­ 
tarily as a block-buster. Should full­ 
blown war come between Greece and 
the Albanian-Yugoslavian allies on 
the north, no man could tell how 
far the conflagration might run.
